Who speaks for Washington? 


PRESIDENT REAGAN'S first yeur in office as the head of the 
western world's superpower has been marked by one main weakness: 
the lack of a coherent foreign and defence policy which should 
emanate from Washington. For a Republican U.S. President whose 
policy emphasis is on increasing American military power, at the ex- 
pense of cuiting politically sensitive social, health and education 
programmes and of incurring an unprecedented budget deficit of 


close to $100 billion, this certainly ought to be cause for serious con- 
cern. 


The point of the Reagan Administration's lack of ἃ coherent and 
well-coordinated foreign and defence policy was made recently very 
strongly by a top authority on the subject, former secretary of state 
and national security adviser Henry Kissinger, who last month 
published two articles in The New York Times attacking Reagan's 
foreign policy. 


There can be no doubt that the personal animosity between Presi- 
dent Reagan's Secretary of Suite Alexander Haig and Secretary of 
Defence Cuspar Weinberger makes such policy coordination in 
Washington even more difficult. But this is no excuse for a world 
power which is supposed to lead the way. 

If some quarters still held out hope that U.S. policy in the Middle 
Eust could be spared from this unfortunate state of affairs, Mr. Wein- 


berger’s swing last week through Saudi Arabia, Oman and Jordan put 
an end to these hopes. 


The ominous signs for Israel began to appear even prior lo Mr, 
Weinberger's tour when it was made clear that the Secretary of 
Defence would make his last stop in the region in Amman, some.50 
kilometres east of Jerusalem, but would deliberately avoid visiting~ 
Israel. Moreover, following his visit Lo Riyadh, it was announced that 
Saudi Arabia and the U.S, had agreed to establish a joint committee 
for military projects, something Washington had wanted to achieve 
for some time. 


But Mr. Weinberger’s total disregard for the efforts of other senior 
members of Mr. Reagan's Administration in the Middle Eust was

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He also understands the con- 
flicting signals they tend to send to 
Mubarak and the Egyptian Govern- 
ment about the real depth of 
America's commitment to the

Haig, therefore, favours a con- 
siderably slowér, more cautious ap- 
proach in pushing offensive 
weaponry to those Arab countries 
still actively opposing — if not ac- 
tually undermining — the U,S.- 
sponsored peace process, 

On this issue, by the way, he has 
the full support of such administra- 
tion heavyweights as U.N. ambas- 
sudor Jeane Kirkpatrick and even 
several of the more traditional Mid- 
die East experts at the State Depart- 
ment. In contrast to years past, the 
State Department is today closer to 
Israel than is the Pentagon. 

But because Reagan, himself, has 
80 far shown neither the ability nor 
the desire to involve himself 
forcefully in day-to-day foreign af- 
fairs policy-making and to ad- 
judicate in the growing split 
between his two senior cabinet of- 
ficers, Weinberger and Haig atill are 
moving in their own directions, 
without much policy co-ordination. 
Thus, they appear headed for an in- 
evitable collision course. 

Experienced Middle East 
observers in the U.S, have made the 
point that the late Egyptian presi- 
dent Anwar Sadit made peace with 
Israel not necessarily because he ac- 
tually liked Israel, but because he 
recognized it was in Egypt's best 
national interest to do ao. For one 
thing, it would automatically 
improve Egypt's standing in 
Washington. It did: Egypt is today u 
two-billior-dollar-a-year U.S. aid 
recipient, second only to Israel. 


MUBARAK, while wanting to 
improve his standing in the Arab 
world, recognizes that any weaken- 
ing of his peace treaty obligations 
with Israel would hurt Egypt in 
Washington. 

Congress, for one, could be ex- 
pected to oppose continuing mas- 
sive economic and military aid 
packages to Egypt if the treaty with 
Israel were disavowed. 
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timlstically have come to expect a 
generally constant Egyptian policy’ 
towards Israel following the April 
25 final withdrawal from Sinai. They 
have rejected Israeli concerns 
about an abrupt change in Calro’s 
policies: “Israel! really has nothing 
to worry about,” said one U.S. of- 
ficial. ‘The Egyptians are too smart 
to dare Nak upsetting us. They have 
too much at stake," 

But if Egypt should conclude that 
it could get away with it — as, ap- 
parently have the Saudis and the 
Jordanians, for cxample — they just 
might have some second thoughts 
about the whole thing. Would they 
strive for what many Bgyptians to- 
day would regard as the beat of all 
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Such a change in direction runs & 
high risk for Egypt. But the con- 
flicting signalé sent by Weinberger 
and Haig cduld combine to en- 
courage Egypt slowly to move in 
that directlon. And that is why the 
future of the delicate U.S.-israedi- 
Egyptian triangle has become even 
more uncertain these past few days.

Golan Druse call protest strike

MAJDEL SHAMS. — The Druse 
of the Golan Heights have started a 
general strike to protest against the 
arrest over the woekend of four of 
the community's leaders on ‘suspi- 
cion of Inciting a revolt against the 
State, 

The decision to strike followed a 
stormy mecting here Saturday 
afternoon attended by hundreds of 
Golan Druse, including religious 
leaders and youth, 

Held by administrative order 
signed by Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon were Kamal Kanj Abu 
Salah, a former member of the 
Syrian parliament, hie cousin 
Suleiman Abu Salah, Suleiman's 
son Kanj, and Mahmoud Safadi, all 
residents of this town and Jeaders of 
the two largest extended Druse 
families in the area, 

Kamal Κη) and Safadi were held 
for four months last year for oppos- 
ing the distribution of Israeli iden- 
tity cards to Golan Druse. Kamal 
Kanj was sentenced to a 23-year jail 
term as a Syrian spy in 1972, but 


patdoned in 1973 as part of a 
prisoner exchange deal. 

Earlier last week, meetings were 
held in four Druse villages on the 
Golan to protest against the ap- 
plication of. Israeli fawto the area 
ἀπά to its non-Israeli residents. A 
Memorandum sent to Premier 
Menachem Begin said: “The Druse 
residents are first of all Syrian 
Arhba. Their villages and their lands 
are part of Syrian soil. We do not in- 
tend to act against the State's 
securily, but we will resist if you 
force us to be Israeli citizens.” 

The meeting resolved that Golan 
Druse would boycott the National 
Insurance Institute, the Kupat 
Holim sick fund and Israeli 
hospitals, and would sell no land to 
Jews. 

The Druse then told The 
Jerusalem Post that if their letter 
elicited no reaction within 10 days, 
they would call a strike. 

But as early as Friday morning 
the residents of Ein Kanya chased 
away surveyors gent to measure 
their homes for tax assessments. In 


Mas'ada, the order went out that 
water and slectric bills were not to 
be paid. Residents of the village 
were told to boycott totally the head 
of their local council, Mushsin Abu 
Salah, to punish him for.reapplying 
for an Israeli identity card. 

Pro-Israeli sources on the Golan 
say that agitation against the im- 
position of Israeli Jaw is financed by 
Syrian money channelled to the 
area from the West Bank. They say 
that the [sracli government has 
failed to take adequate measures 
against auch incitement. Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg told The 
Jerusalem Post 10 days ago that no 
Druse will be forced to accept an 
Israeli identity card. 

On Saturday, Abdulla al-Kish, a 
pro-Syrian leader here, said that 90 
per cent of the Golan Druse back 
the measures decided on to protest 
against the annexation of the area, 
He said many Druse are “ready to 
sacrifice themselves, their 
children’s lives and their money to 
keep their national identity as 
Syrians.” 


Syria’s Assad battles Moslem Brotherhood 


DAMASCUS. — Syrian soldiers 
Pitching grenades blasted their way 
through ancient, winding alleyways 
Saturday to root out diehard anti- 
government Moslem extremists and 
end 12 days of insurrection in the 
northern city of Hama, government 
officials said.-—--—.- 
There were indications from 
several Syrian officials that the 
Moslem Brotherhood rebels holed 
up in the ald Hida section of the city 
would fight to death, and that 
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Syrian soldiers were not offering the 
option of surrender, 

“The search is continuing and 
will continue until each hostile 
point is exterminated,” said Infor- 
mation Minister Ahmed Iskandar 
quarter. 

Eyewitnesses who left Hama 
Saturday estimated that 3,000 peo- 
ple had been killed or wounded dur- 
ing the fighting. Reports said that 
two government helicopter 
gunships were shot down. 

Well-placed government sources 
reported that since the fighting 
started on February 2, the fun- 
damentalists suffered 2,000 
wounded, compared to 400 
wounded Syrian soldiers. There was 
no estimate of the number killed. 

The state news agency and 
sevoral Syrian officials said that the 


army by Friday night had retaken 
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almost all of the city of 250,000 resi- 
dents, But flak-jacketed soldiers 
were fighting house-to-house and in 
some cuses hand-to-hand against in- 
surrectionists hiding in Hama's 
3,000-year-old, alley-laced Hida 
quarter, said the officials, who 
asked for anonymity.

YAMIT, — The Movement Against 
the Withdrawal in Sinai is press- 
ing its campaign to increase the 
number of settlers there before the 
schéduled evacuation next April. 

During the week of Tu Bishvat, 
significant numbers of new arrivals 


Ἴ broke into empty flata in Yamit and 


took over agricultural settlements in 
the surrounding area which had 
already beon evacuated. It was 
reported that 15 families arrived in 
Yamit. Their arrival has become so 
foutine that there are no longer 
welcoming ceremonies. The arrivals 
are referred..to. a ‘‘set{lement of- 
fice,” where they are directed to a 
vacant apartment, 

The settlement office operates 
openly with signs directing arriving 
families to it. The office receives ap- 
plications from prospective Yamit 
citizens all over the country. 
Authorities in town have taken no 
steps against the office or any of its 


‘clients. No complaints have been 


filed, the authorities explain. 

In New York, a spokesman for 
the anti-withdrawal organization 
said that the half a million dollars 
raised in the U.S. recently by the 
Israeli Deputy Religious Affairs 
Minister, Haim Druckman and 
other leaders of the movement will 
be used to establish 11 settlemesits 
in Sinai during the next six weeks. 

“We think the Israeli government 
will not stop us because it is in- 
terested in seeing such develop- 
ments at this time,” the spokesman 
added. He said the pledges came 
from Orthodox Jewish communities 
in New York City, Philadelphia, 
Cleveland, Los Angeles, Miami and 


Montreal, Canada. 

Meanwhile, Finance Minister 
Yoram Aridor last week decided to 
‘resume payment of part of the com- 
pensation awarded to the Yamit set- 
tlers for leaving their community, 
which will be handed over to Egypt 
in April. All payments to the settlers 
were frozen following the disagree- 
ment between Aridor and Deputy 
Prime Minister Simha Ehrlich over 
the IS4.1b. compensation package 
arranged last month by Ehrich, 

The stoppage of payments just & 
few months before the scheduled 
withdrawal from Sinai on April 26 
had caused much bitterness among 
the Yamit settlers who signed a 
compensation agreement and have 
been waiting to receive the money 
before resettling elsewhere. 

These settlers have expressed the 
fear that they will have to remain in 
the area unti) the “final days of 
Yamit,” which are expected by 
most residents to be difficult and 
violent. Many of the settlers wished 
to avoid the traumatic “lost days" 
and leave the town now. 

At the Knesset, the subcommittee 
of the Finance Committee charged 
with formulating a compensation 
law for Sinai residents is trying to 
cut 15800 million from the 154.1 bil- 
lion agreed to by Ehrlich, who 
negotiated the compensation pact 
for the government. 

The intention now is to for 
mulate a law to provide compensé 
tion for the real assessed value of all 
losses, and to impose income tax on aly 
sum beyond that. Other compensa 
tion would not be taxed, but part 
the compensation would be paid in 
government bonds.

“Shameless cyniciam is having a 
field day," Baram said after reading 
off a lst of coalition activists who 
had been given senior government 
appointments in recent years, 
noting that 65 members of the 
ruling Likud central committee 
alone had received such appoint- 
ments, “The Knesset must deat with 
the deterioration of the state 
bureaucracy as a result of unbridled 
and illogical political appoint- 
ments,” he said. 


“YOU dare to taik about 
politicization?!” Aridor roared in 
the direction of the Alignment 
seats, saying that “for 30 years key 
positions in the state bureaucracy 
were available only to card-carrying 
Labour people.”

He sald the bill would deprive 
Minister of Education and Culture 
Zevulun Hammer of his cultural 
authority by giving the Ministry for 
Religious Affairs the right to 
decide, in conjunction with the rab- 
binate, on whether and how excava- 
tions could proceed if bones are 
found, 

Masada would never have been 
exposed, said Yadin, if the mooted 
bill had existed during the excava- 
tion because human bones were dis- 
covered there. The same applied to 
other major archeological sites in 
the country, he said. 

Refuting the alleged inviolability 


of Jewish bones under Jewish 
religious law, Yadin noted that 
during the Second Temple Period it 
was the custom to gather up bones 
after burial for reinterment in stone 
containers, hundreds of which have 
been found in Jerusalem.

that so many rhembers aren’t there 
when the subjett under discussion is 
one close to their field of interest. 

Nor is it to the Knesset’s credit 
that members who participate in a 
particular debate do not make a 
point of sitting through it to hear 
what their colleagues have to say. If 
the members don't take the debate 
more seriously than that, why 
should the public? 

The Knesset'’s committee on 
ethics is now considering legislation 
dealing with the subject of conilict 
of interest of MKs. And two 
members, Yigal Cohen-Orgad 
(Likud) and Eliahu Speiser (Align- 
ment), have drafted bills of their 
own on the subject. 

Speiser's bill is tougher thon 
Cohen-Orgad's, To give but one il- 
lustration: Cohen-Orgad would re- 
quire an MK who is representing a 
client before a government agency 
to make it clear from the start that 
he is not appearing as an MK, but 
simply as a lawyer or an economic 
consultant with a commercial in- 
terest in the result. Speiser would 
require such an MK to get permis- 
sion from the ethics committee first. 

But why should an MK be 
moonlighting? Shouldn't the Knes- 
set be his full-time job? Even if 
there is no question of conflict of in- 
terest? If an MK has time on his 
hands, he can learn what it's like to 


travel by bus, to dial a government 
ministry, to have dealings with a 
government or municipal office. If 
he couid do this incognito, he would 
learn how the ordinary citizen is 
treated. 

How many MKs have well- 
publicized office hours for receiving 
the public and hearing their 
problems and complaints? How 
many set aside a regular time for 
reading, every day or every week? 
OF course, there is no assurance that 
all these things are done even by 
MKs who devote all their time to 
the Knesset, but it is certainly less 
likely for members whose Knesset 
job is just a sideline. 


WHEN Benny Shalita (Likud- 
Liberals) said in the Knesset re- 
cently that, in his capacity as 
chairman of the Menahemilya local 
council, he pays bonuses under the 
table to outstanding employees, 
Shlomo Hillel (Alignment) called 
out that this was a criminal offence. 

Paying such bonuses to deserving 
workers is surely more defensible 
morally than for an MK to raise his 
hand in favour of a bill retroactively 
legalizing excessive party campaign 
spending — something that Hillel, 
along with the overwhelming ma- 
jority of his colleagues from almost 
all Knesset factions — will do 
before the month is out. 

This week, the House Committee 
is expected to approve a bill remov- 
ing MKs’ parliamentary immunity 
in cases of minor traffic offences. 
But it will be a long time before the 
Knesset lives down the damage to 
its reputation by its rejection a few 
weeks ago of the attorney general's 
request to revoke the immunity of 
six MKs who had committed traffic 


offences. 

We have heard the justifications 
advanced: the attorney general 
over-reached himself; he made a 
mountain out of a molehill; he came 
to the Knesset with a “wholesale™ 
request instead of limiting himself 
to the one serious case of Charlie 
Biton, etc. 

As if the attorney general were 
the issue, and not the over- 
protective Knesset Members Im- 
munity Law, and the House's scan- 
datous refusal to amend it, 

The Knesset, then, far from set- 
ting an exemple, in the sense of 
adhering to norms stricter than 
those generally observed, actually 
follows a much slacker code than 
that of the average citizen. 


DURING the last election cam- 
paign, an activist of the Association 
of Americans and Canadians in 
Israel asked me for information 
about the voting records of all MKs, 
or of the Knesset faction (I have 
forgotten which), on a number of 
key bills, as a guide to the associa- 
tion’s members, 

1 had to tell her that even the raw 
material for such data does not ex- 
ist. Divrei Haknesser records only 
the number of voles for and 
against ἃ bill, and that only when 
the chairman of the session has un- 
nounced the uctual number, rather 
than “bill curried by a majority.” 

This is more than a technical 
defect, [t is the institutionalization 
of the non-accountability of the in- 
dividual MK, who is merely a cog in 
the faction machine. 

The personal accountability οἱ 
the MK is crucial. And that is why 
constituency elections should be 
given a chance.

Opposition joins attack on Assembly, but questions wisdom of Golan law 


Knesset says UN sanctions vote has no validity

The Knesset — with the opposi- 
tion only of its Democratic Front 
tiembers — last week roundly con- 
demned the UN General resolution 
recommending sanctions against 
Isract for extending its law to the 
Golan Heights. ᾿ 

The vote, at the end of the two 
days of debate, was 61 to 3 in sup- 
port of the government's statement 
onthe UN action. _ 

Forty-one Alignment members 
and Shinui's Amnon Rubinstein ab- 
stained. 

The resolution approved by the 
Knesset states that the House: 

1 — rejects und condemns the 

malicious resolution of the 

United Nations General As- 

neimhly majority of February 5, 

982, 


2 — declares that this resolution 

Is devold of any mornt founda- 

tion and has no validity 

whatever. 

3 — extends its appreciation to 

the 20 free and democratic states 

that, along with Israel, opposed 
the aforementioned resolution. 

Summing up the tvo-day de- 
hate, Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir asked the opposition 
Alignment whether they con- 
sidered national unity and national 
consensus to be “dirty words,” and 
that was why they had refused to 
join the coalition in a joint resoly- 
tion, 

The Alignment submitted a five- 
point resolution of its own, This also 
condemned the UN in no uncertain 
terms, singling out Syria for special 
condemnation, and expressed ap- 
preciation to “the nations that did 
not support Syria's draft resolution" 
αἱ the General Assembly, The fifth

WASHINGTON, — Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin has become 
“depressed,' as a result of his in- 
ability to maintain contact with the 
public since his injury over two 
months ago, according to a report in 
the 'Washingion Past last week. 

Begin, according to the paper, 
still suffers from intense pain from 
the leg injury sustained when he fell 
in the bathroom. He has been 
forced to manage affairs from his 
home or over the telephone, and the 
number of people he deals with ona 
diily basis has been decreasing. 

Begin’s spokesman, Uri Porat, 
denied that Begin's injury has 
hampered his ability (o manage af- 
fnirs of state, or that his mood has 
been affected, He admitted, though, 
that Begin has difficulties sitting in 
one position for an hour or two. He 
said that the premier would be able 


month or two, 

Porat said that Begin did not at- 
tend last weck cubinet mecting 
because he was suffering intense 
pain, and wanted to save his 
strength for meetings planned for 
later in the day. 

The paper added that since the ac 
cident Begin has not lost his grip on 
things, and continues to pull strings 
behind the scenes. But the paper 


point, however, urged the govern- 
ment to “refrain from superfluous 
initiatives that do not serve any 
national interest and do‘not create 
any new positive situations. The 
government's initiative of 
December 13 (when the Golan 
Law was speedily enacted), both by 
its form and in its timing, played into 
πῇ hands of those who wish Israel 
ill" 

This time the vote was 61-42 
against the resolution. The oppo- 
nents included Rubinsteln, as well 
as the DFPE, 

In hia summing up, Shamir 
wondered why the major parties 
had not been able to agréeon a joint 
resolution that would “faithfully ex- 
press the Knesset’s united stance in 
vigoroualy rejecting the UN's 
malevotent resolution.” 

This would not have been the first 
time in Isracl’s parliamentary 
history or in the history of 
democratic parliaments in general, 
Shamir said, that parties had 
overlooked their differences and 
“at certain moments united 
around cortain points" to present a 
united front to the world, 

A day earlier, when he presented a 
goverment: slatement- on the UN 
resolution, Shamir said {μι the root 
of the problem hetween Israel and 
Syria “is not one of territory bul of 
existenee." 

Syria, Shamir explained, “con- 
linues ta refuse lo recognize Larael's 
right to exist. When Syria sat on the 
Golun Heights, it expressed its. 
policy by raining fire and death 
down on peaceable civilians in the 
north.” 

He addressed these remarks par- 
ticilarly το those UN member states 
that, he said, opposed the UN 
resolution but abstained in the vote 


“because of their sensitivity to the 
issue of territorial conquest, in view 
of their own histories." 

Calling their abstentions ‘regret- 
table,” the forsign minister said: 
“We have told our friends in many 
countries and we shall go on telling 
them: We are not sitting on the 
Golan Heights because of a lust for 
conquest or because we coveted a 
piece of our neighbour's land.” 

He called on the House and the 
world to “bear in mind what would 
have happened if that strip of land 
in the Golan Heights had not been 
under our control when the Yom 
Kipput War broke out, Every objec- 
tive expert will attest that, in such 
an event, Israel's Future would have 
been in serious danger.” 

That, he sald, is “the source of 
the national consensus that we shall 
never come down from the Golan 
Heights, and that is the basia of the 
decision of the government and the 
Knesset that this should be the 
situation In the future — by virtue 
of the aw and not of military con- 
quest, which by the nature of things 
is temporary.” 

He characterized as “the height 
of absurdity” that representatives of 
countries like Syria, Iraq, the Soviet 
Union and Libya should preach to 
{srnel about human rights and war- 
mongering. 

Israel, he continued, “derives 
satisfaction from the fact that the 
family of demacratic nations voted 
almost without exception” against 
the UN resolution. 

\srael always has been and con- 
linues to be ready to negotiate 
peace with all her neighbours, 
without prior conditions, Shamir 
said. However, until its neighbours

The fact that Rabin appears on 
the surface to be cooperating with 
Peres is no more than a tactic for 
the short term, it is said, Rabin now 
controls about 30 per cent of the 
representatives in party forums, as 
does Peres.

It is reported by several different 
sources that he consulta only with 
those he considers unequivocally 
loyal, like MK Aharon Harel, while 
he has demonstratively little contact 
even with some of those who were 
most instrumental in securing his 
victory over Rabin in the last round. 
Thus he is said most notably to be 
shunning Speiser (whose ill will 
Peres incurred when he foiled his 
bid for purty secrelary-general) and 
Baram. 


Ehrlich rallies pro-unity forces 
Likud unification prospects rise

TEL AVIV, — The cause of uni- 
fying the Likud political bloc and 
changing it from a loose confedera- 
tion into a single Likud political 
party was greatly enhanced last 
week when Deputy Prime Minister 
Simha Ehrtich put his full weight 
behind the moves, “τ 

Ehrlich belongs to the ‘Liberal 
Party, presently the-second largest 
partner in’ the Likud bloc. The 
biggest is Herut, Premier Begin's 
party, and the smallest is La’am. 

This is the first time-in the course 
of the controversy rocking the 
Liberal Party that Ehrlich has made 
his position clear. Heretofore, the 
general feeling in the party was that 
he was informally behind efforts to 
Prevent unification. But now the 
Prevailing opinion is that he has 
Practically assured a majority for 
unification, - 

Two of the Liberal party's 
strongest groups +- those headed by 
Minister without Portfolio Yitzhak 
Moda’i and Tourism Minister 
Avraham Sharir respectively — 
have pooled their efforts to achieve 
unification, and other groups are 
said to support it as well. 

Ehrlich’s backing last. week Js 
believed to have tipped the scales. 

Herut and La‘am have already 
gone on record as favouring full un- 
ification immediately. 

Speaking to political reporters 


in Tel Aviv, Ehrlich: sald he is-- 


sure that Energy Minister Yitzhak 


Berman and Knesset Members Dan 
Tichon and Dror Zeigerman, who 
Oppose unification, will not bolt the 
Liberal party, “and certainly not the 
Likud or the coalition." He said: “I 
know all three of them well and am 
in close touch with them. Zeiger- 
man and Tichon have told me that 
they will not-leave the party, and I 
am Sure they will accept the will of 
the majority. 1 will do my best to 
persuade Berman not to walk out 
either, The experience of the In- 
dependent Liberal party shows that 
there is no future for a tiny separate 
ticket.” 

The debate in the Liberal Party 
was originally sparked by Berman's 
declaration that if a majority in the 
party opts for unification, the 
minority will leave the party and set 
itself up as Β Separate faction in the 
Likud, If it were not allowed to 
function as such, it would become 
an independent party. 

In his prepared statement. 
Ehrlich argued: “Likud unity’ could 
be af effective and soothing balm 
for what ails the Liberal Party. The 
separate existence of the different 
parties at this time seems super- 
fluous and-purposeless to me. Con- 
ditions change and we must’ read 
them correctly. The Gahal experi- 
ment (the Herut-Liberal bloc for- 
med in 1965) was unqualifiedly suc- 
cessful, Tho Likud has passed the 


test of both being in opposition and - 


of ruling.” 
Ehrlich said he will bring his un- 
ification proposal before the party 


Presidium “within a very few 
weeks," From there, it would be 
submitted to the other party forums 
and the branches for approval. The 
final step would be a special session 
of the party convention to approve 
the move. 


He estimated that “the whole 
process should take no more than a 
few months." . 


Ehrlich said that the unification 
agreement may provide that for the 
first few years of the united party's 
existence, each of ils component 
factions will be assured a certain 
quota of slots on the Knesset list. 
However, the candidate would be 
chosen by representatives of all the 
factions, just as the former Liberals 
would vote in the nomination of ex- 
Herut and ex-La‘am candidates, 

Ehilich’s move is said to have 
been motivated by two main con- 
siderations, The first is that there is 
a growing feeling in the Liberal 
party that It has deteriorated into 
utter chaos and impotence. His 
second is that, given the party's con- 
dition, its politicians’ best option for 


survival is union with Herut, and’ 


that that had better be arranged 
while Monachem Begin is at 
Herut's holm. gt is thought that his 
successors wopld be likely to pre- 
sent much hdrsher lerms to the 
Liberals, ἢ 


Ehrlich categorically rejected 
arguments that the Liberals “would 
be assimilated into Herut and lose 
their identity.”

THE SHOCK of the 1967 war left 
Israel in a state of euphoria, 

The Arab territories had been 
Captured with their populations, as 
the speed of the operation had 
precluded any organized flight. And 


for the first few days thia climate of 


elation affected also the shocked 
peoples of the occupied territories. 
fan romtation turned to fraterniza- 
ion. 

In this climate, contact was 
eagerly sought and, with rare excep- 
tions, aecepled. Rubbernecking in 
the Old City, Bethichem, Jericho or 
Ramallah, one was warmly invited 
to visit; and, although one was often 
stuck for meaningful conversation, 
the theme was "peace, there should 
only be peace.” And we all drank to 
that, 

Merchants visited other 
merchants, travel agents made new 
contacts, garage people went to see 
their Arab colleagues in Wadi Joz,, 
farmers went far afield to discuss 
Crops, yields and prices. In our ox- 
uberance we may well have heaped 
a little too much goodwill on our 
somewhat more reticent new 
friends. 

In the coffee shops and bars, 
soldiers drank toasts with the foes of 
yesterday, vowed that there should 
be only peace, with the reservists 
fondling the kids and buying them 
sweets, At the other end of the 
social spectrum, doctors from 
Israeli hospitals made contact with 
their Arab colleagues and mutual 
visits and inspections were ar- 
ranged, 

Tt was well known that Israeli 
medical standards were significantly 
higher than those prevailing in West 
Bank hospitals and this gave our 
people the incentive to demonstrate 
that the new Israeli presence would 
bring substantial benefits to the 
population in general and the 
professionals in particular. 

One of the pioneers of medical 
cooperation waa the late Prof. Gabi 
Izak, the head of the haematology 
department ἅι Hadassah, and us 
dedicated a physician, organizer 
and researcher as ever trod the 
wards. 


Through the years we had 
become close friends and 1 very 
much admired his total dedication, 
infectious enthusiasm and uncom- 
mon imaginativeness, Together with 
Prof. Russell, head of the paediatric 
department at Hadassah, he 
selected Ramallah General 
Hospital for “adoption,” seeing to il 
that the hopelessly depleted stocks 
of medicines and appliances were 
replenished from the Hadassah 
stores, He found that the level of 
treatment at Ramaltah left much to 
be desired and arranged for parties 
of West Bank doctors to visit 
Hadassah for day-long symposia. 

In the meantime, word had come 
from Amman that fraternization 
with the Jews was viewed as 
treuson; in the absence of strong 
local leadership, the population 
submitted. Soon a sad and latent 
hostility displaced goodwill and 
cooperation, 

_But Profs, izak and Russell per- 

sisted and the Hadassah symposia, 
consultations and referrals, inter- 
tupled by fraternal meals, con- 
linued. Hadassah issued the West 
Bank cars with window-stickers to 
facilitate access to the facuity car. 
park. But back home some of these 
cars were vandalized. Gradually, at- 
tendunce dropped off and the 
Meetings ceased. Still, Professors 
Izak and Russell soldiered on, if not 
encouraged al least not obstructed 
by Dr. Salti, the director of the 
Ramallah General Hospital, 

During one of the weckly visits, 
Dr. Salti confronted Prof. Izak. 
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Arabs and Jews mix freely in the Old City of Jerusalem. In the euphoria ofter 


the 1967 war the feeling was widespread that there should be only peace. 


Distortions 
on the box 


Wim Van Leer takes a critical look at the recent ABC 
television news report on Isracl and the West Bank, which 
he says ‘does not confuse its readers with refinements like 
even-handedness or balanced views.’

The Israel segment deals with 
the following aspects of the occupa- 
tion of the West Bank: confiscation 
of Arab lands; harassment of, and 
restrictions on, the population: 
retaliatory measures against

The case of land expropriation 
can — and has — been argued by 
lawyers. Harassment and abroga- 
tion of democratic procedures for 
accurity reasons must provide the 
West Bank population with much 
cause for irritation, and while not 
peri the ae Arab's life a 
ell, cannot be said to improve th

Jarriel: “West Bankers charge 
there is a systematic effort to stamp 
out their political and cultural iden- 
Uty.

Ramallah, one of the biggest on the 

West Bank.” 

Dr. Harb: “Very often we lack sim- 

ple medications like Ampicillin, a 

basic antibiotic anywhere in the 

world.” 

I am sure Dr. Harb knows very 
well that Amplcillin is made in 
Israel under the name of Ikapen, 
even if Jarriel, not having done his 
homework, does not. 

Dr. Harb is a very frustrated man 
indeed. An open-heart surgeon of 
exceptional talent, having worked 
under Dr. Michael DeBakey in 
Houston, he has no chance of prac- 
tising his skills since the Ramallah 
Hospital does not possess the neces- 
saty back-up systems, staff or 
facilities for such surgery. This is 
not the fault of the Israel 

authorities; it is due to the fact that 

“Tsrael can take care of any Arabs in 

need of treatment and does not 

need Dr. Harb, who, frustrated in 
medicine, is now trying his hand at 
politics. 

Harb omits to tell hia audience 
that, capecially in child care, the 
more complicated cases are sent to 
Bethlehem’s excellent Catholic 
hospital, Caritas, and the most dif- 
ficult cases to Hadassah on Mount 
Scopus, where the bill for West 
Bank patients is paid by the military 
government. So West Bank mothers 
are well provided for, albeit not at 
the Ramallah facility, 

But let us continue with the 
programme: 

Jarriel: “The infant mortality rate is 
going down almost everywhere in 
the world, but on the West Bank, 
say Palestinian doctors, it’s actually 
going up...” 

_Since Jarriel refuses to give 
figures, let me provide them. IMR 
(Infant Mortality Rate) is. the 
number of deaths before 12 months 
per one thousand live births: 

Gaza Strip 1969: 64,3. 1980: 43.0. 
ane and Samaria 1968: 33.6; 1980: 
Dr. Harb: “All babies who need 
respirators in this hospital they die, 
because we don't have simply baby 
respirators. And these are lost." 

At this point Jarriel tries his 
hand at creative writing: 

Jarriel: “The [sraelis say there is one 
baby respirator... but that's not 
nearly enough, according to in- 
dependent medical experts [sic]. At 
Hadassah for example... there are 

10 baby respirators,” 

As the good doctor knows, there 
are three incubators/respirators at 
Ramallah, which are more than: 
enough since all cases of the 
slightest complexity are sent 
elsewhere. Hadhsaah has to cope 
not only with its own population but 
with Dr. Harb's community as well, 


to say nothing of patients fro; 
over the Arab weed who peo 
the hospital for treatment. To Jar. 
riel it’s all part of a big plot. 
Jarriel: “The Israelis say it has 
never been their policy to deny de. 
cent medical care to People on the 
West Bank. The Palestinians insist 
it's part of a subtle Israeli policy 
with a very specific aim.” 

Dr. Harb: “It is really driving out 
the population in a more civilized 
way. When you have killed the in. 
radar a pret you are prac- 
tica ing, destroying the 
ulation,” oma gs 

The World Health nization 
keeps tabs on global alot mor. 
tality rates, in fact uses them to as- 
seas the standard of a country's 
medical services. Harb’s accusa: 
tions must be checked against the 
Statistics, which Jarriel should have 
done according to normal standards 
of journalistic ethics. i 

Although all nations report to the 
WHO, the accuracy of the data 
varies greatly and the world body 
has found some nice face-saving 
euphemisms to cover administrative 
“inexactitudes,” 

Thus “incomplete” sounds better 
than “fake. For most civilized 
countries, the figures are 
“complete.” The USSR is an excep- 
tion. “LE. means “informed es- 
timate,” an updated estimate more 
closely related to reality and sup- 
plied by expert opinion based on 
WHO unpublished data, 

The submission of “incomplete” 
data is not always the result of self- 
serving camouflage or bureaucratic 
sloth. Where birth occurs in 
hospitals, statistics are relatively 
easy to come by. But in primitive 
societies, most mothers have no 
hospitals or medical services ut their 
disposal and infant mortality is just 
not reported, 


AS [ SAID, “Under the Israeli 
Thumb"' is ἃ straight 
Pulestiman/PLO propnganda film, 
with the interviewer and the inter 
viewee dedicated to attacking 
Israel. Its very bhitancy gives it the 
hallmark of honesty — honest PLO 
irguments to appeal to the emo- 
tions of a largely uninformed public. 

T have no doubt that many injustices 
are committed in the territories, in- 
justices which weigh heavily on the 
consciences of Israelis who feel that 
the ideals on which the stale was 
founded have been degraded, These 
injustices are not only undermining 
vur reputation in the world (which 
is something we can live with), they 
are also undermining belief in our 
cause (which we cannot afford). 

1 persunully would have more sym- 
pathy for the West Bank Arabs if it 
were not for films like ‘Under the 
Israeli Thumb."

THE SUDDEN and sensationelized 
publication of a supposed CIA 
document on Israel's security ser- 
vices, putting them in the worst pos- 
sible light, might be regarded as part 
of a design aimed at discrediting the 
Jewish state. Indeed, it might even 
be part of a bid to demonize Israel 
in world publit opinion. This was 
the explanation for its timing that 
appeared most credible to Maj. 
Gen. (res.) Aharon Yariv, chief of 
Military Intelligence between 1964 
and 1972, The interview took place 
at his office in the Gilman building 
at Tel Aviv University, where he has 
headed the Centre for Strategic 
Studies since 1978. 

The 61-year-old Yariv who served 
for a short term asa minister in the 
Rabin cabinet, said three pos- 
sibilities should be considered when 
weighing up the credibility of the 
document. First, it might be a 
genuine scoop by a journalist who 
had brought home from Teheran 
the inside CIA story on the Mossad, 
{sracl's securily service. Second 
it might have been leaked in 
the U.S. to the Washington Post, 
with the definite purpose of dis- 
“oF ird. it might have 
been fabricated. Or it mi 
combination of the second and third 
possibilities, 

In the third case, there was the 
question of who fabricated it. To 
this there were a number of possible 
answers: an American source within 
the CIA itself or some other section 
of the American Intelligence com- 
munity; the disinformation section 
of Moscow's KGB; or some pro- 
Arab source, quite possibly the 
Saudi lobby. 

The likelihood of its having been 
fabricated was based on similar inci- 
dents in the past, with the sen- 
sational stories being traced back to 
both the KGB and the CJA. The lat- 
ter, for example, had flooded the 
Western media in 1976 and 1978 
with wild stories about Israel's sup- 
posed nuclear arsenal, aimed at 
damaging Israel's case with 
American public opinion. 
Moreover, the CIA had never come 
out with a clear denial of its 
authorship of those fabricated 
reports. 

NOT HAVING yet read the com- 

plete document, Yariv himself leaned 

towards an American or pro-Arab 

source, although “one should not 

altogether eliminate KGB disinfor- 

mation.'' What he was most 

decidedly sceptical about was the 

story of an enterprising news- 

paperman smuggling the document 
out of Teheran. = 

The mateslal—eontained a 
mélange of isolated facts combined 
with half-truths and total fabrica- 
tions in keeping with the expecta- 
tions of a world readership fed on a 
staple diet of apy novels. “Open any 
thriller and you'll find it featuring 
international terrorists and the Mos- 
sad,” he pointed out, : 

He was furious at the attempt to 
pin a monopoly of dirty tricks on 
the Israeli services, using a mixture 
of facts, half-truths and sheer lies. A 
good example of an invention was 
the story about Iarael using the 
hoary pregnancy trick to force an 
American diplomat to reveal 
secrets, Here he exploded: “It’s ab- 
solutely inconceivable that our peo- 
ple would ever use such a trick.” 

He recalled how on the eve of his 
departure for Washington in 1957 to 
serve as Israel's military attaché the 
then Mossad chief, Isser Harel had 
made the unusual gesture of inviting 
him to lunch at a good restaurant. 
“The burden of his message was Β 
warning: Don’t get mixed up in 
Bpying.” ‘ 

When it came to the question of

the CIA, Yariv would not agree that 
its very silence on the matter gave 
greater credence to the document 
and ‘to nefarious American inten- 
tions. After all, he said, what could 
the CIA chiefs have done? Anything 
they might have said would only 
have added to the sensationalism of 
the story, so discretion being the 
better part of valour, they had taken 
cover behind a series of "no com- 
ment” replies. 

Then again, he conjectured, ut 
best the story might have originated 
with a man or men well placed in 
the U.S. government who wished to 
seltle gccounts with the Israeli 
Intelligence comrhunity. 

“These things do huppen, you 
know. The document was aimed at 
embedding in the public mind the 
notion that [srael was the sole 
originator of the dirty-tricks 
department.” 

Did they want to depict Israel as 
the wild man of the Western world? 

“No,” he replied, “I think they 
want to make ua into the trickster of 
the world.” 

Did it not derive from the kind of 
demonology that produced the most 
notorious anti-Semitic document of 
them all — the Protocols of the 
Elders. of Zion? 

—“"'T> a certain extent. After all 
they want to spread the word that a 
respectable member of the inter- 
national community would never 
engage in such dirty tricks. As if all 
the others don’t engage in covert 
activities. As if the Americans don't 
try their best to spy on our embasay 
in Washington.” 

It was ἃ hypocritical attempt at 
stamping Israel with a heinous 
image. 

“In the document, they dwell on 
Israel's ‘penchant for surreptitious 
surveillance’, as if other countries’ 
services don’t engage in it — par- 
ticularly the French who are the 
world leaders in this field of intel- 
ligence gathering.” 

Quoting from Samson's famous 
riddle that “out of the strong came 
forth aweetness,” Yariv mused with 
a smile that the attempt: to show 
Israel asa monster might turn out to 
the advantage of a small country 
besieged by many enemies, After 
all, ‘It was preferable that they 
should regard Israel as strong rather 
than weak. “There are even those 
who say that the only positive thing 
about the Protocols was that they 
conjured up a mighty adversary of

whom even the strongest on earth 
should beware." 


HE FOUND the published material 
deficient in many respects: 

“While its authors revealed a 
good knowledge of the structure of 
the services, they missed out so 
much or mixed up what they put 
together. You know, if it had been a 
genuine document it would contain 
many more things that the CIA 
would have known about us at the 
time.” 

Here he indicated what he called 
“a silly point.” Too much emphasis 
had been placed on military intel- 
ligence's reliance on military cen- 
sorship. "I can assure you from ex- 
perience that censorship hardly 
engages the Intelligence Corps* at- 
tention,” he declared. 

Then again, the authors of the 
document made much of the use of 
hidden microphones and similar 
surreptitious surveillance, “as if 
they weren't standard practice the 
world over." 

He did concede that the report 
contained a fairly accurate assess- 
ment of the effectiveness of Israel's 
counter-terrorist techniques. But it 
was wildly off-mark in talking of 
qualified manpower problems 
besetting military and especially 
naval Intelligence. 

“Military Intelligence doesn't 
have any more serious manpower 
problem than other corps. OF 
course, one can always contend that 
some of the best men don't want to 
sign on for the regular army, but 
there are plenty left for the Intel- 
ligence Corps, not forgetting those 
who return regularly on reserve 
duty.” 

The former Army Intelligence 
chief discounted as “exaggerated” 
the reports ascribing to the 
current holder of the office, 
Maj. Gen. Yehoshua Saguy, 
of supremacy over the head 
of the Mossad, who “‘as is known,” 
is chairman of the Joint Committee 
on Intelligence. What was true was 
that in Iarael, military Intelligence 
enjoyed much greater weight in the 
Intelligence-gatherimg machinery 
than in the! U.S., Britain, France 
and other’ Western countries 
because Isteel was faced with 
greater security problems. 

But, he pointed: out, one of the 
mein operative conclusions drawn 
by the Agranat Commission after 
the Yom Kippur War was the neces~ 


sity of the policy-makers to have at 
their disposal not only the research 
material of Army Intelligence, but 
also of the Mossad and the Foreign 
Ministry's input. 


REREADING the reports of the 
document, Yariy fumed over the 
distortion of the circumstances sur- 
rounding the unfortunate bombing 
of the surveillance ship Liberty car- 
ly in the Six Day war, which had 
caused problems in U.S.-[sracl rele- 
tlons. 

“I remember the incident 
clearly,” he said, “The navy mis- 
takenly identified the boat as Egyp- 
Han and asked the alr force to bomb 
it, It was only after a pilot reported 
secing the Stara and Stripes waving 
from the mast that we realized what 
had happened. I remember only too 
well how upset everyone was that 
day.” 

Ἢ the final analysis, would the 
story cause great damage to Israel's 
cause? 

Yariv thought for a bit and said: 
“It certainly won't help, and will do 
a bit of harm. However, so many 
stories have been printed about the 
Mossad that basically it won't mat- 
ter..." Dealing with the effect of the 
document as a whole on coopera- 
tion with the U.S. in the field, Yariv 
sald: 

“The whole work knows about 
our long and close cooperation in 
this sphere, with cach side 
protecting its own interests.” 

When I wondered whether Israel} 
could trust that information sup- 
plied to the U.S. might not end up 
on front pages, he said ‘all kinds of 
cooperation must involve u mensure 
of risk, which you take into account 
from the very start. Let's say you 
make a balance sheet and decide 
thot the advantages outweigh the 
disadvantages.” 

All told, he did not think such a 
document would have a far- 

reaching effect on U.S.-Isrue) intel- 
ligence cooperation. Moreover, the 
stralegic cooperation memorandum 
had even spelled out this aspect of 
joint work. 


VIEWING the world scene, Yariv 
said Israel could be proud of the ef- 
fective and smooth operation of its 
services. Israel was blessed with a 
first-class harmonious working 
relationship between the military 
and civilian branches of its intel- 
ligence. This had been so ever since 
Meir Amit took charge of the Mos- 
sad almost simultaneously with his 
own appointment as head of 
Military Intelligence, 

The CIA was in deep trouble, 
having suffered a depletion of its 
beat men in the wake of the’ post- 
Watergate crackdown and Congres- 
sional discussions. He understood 
that the new CIA chief was striving 
to put the pieces together again. 
The British had still to recover from 
the blows they sustained from Phil- 
by and Co., who had wrought great 
damage ἰο the West as a whole. 

While the CIA excelled in the 
technological wizardry side of intel- 
ligence gathering, the Russians 
were tops at manipulating live 
agents, They had developed this 
technique to an art from the days of 
the Comintern, ‘for they have the 
Jeast scruples about using people.” 

As αὶ parting anecdote, Yariv 
related how he had told John Ie Car- 
τό — "the finest spy novelist and @ 
lovely man” -~ that of all his books, 
the one he found reflected best the 
work of Intelligence services was 
The Looking-Glass War, which 
depicted the warfare between 
various Intelligence departments. 
Le Carré had appreciated the 
choice, but told Yariv, ‘You know, 
my old colleagues in MI 6 hated it.”

THE RECENT UN resolution con- 
demning [sracl's action over the 
Golan must be seen In its correct 
perspective. True, the General As- 
sembly has no “teeth” and the 
resolution will have no immediate 
practical effects, But it would be ex. 
tremely short-sighted to ignore the 
decision. 

The international hypocrisy 
which characterizes this — and all 
other — UN resolutions regarding 
Israet is clear to all fair-minded in- 
dividuals. For countries such as the 
Soviet Union, Iraq and Libya to ser- 
monize is nothing short of 
ludicrous, But these are the facts of 
life in the UN, 

However unimportant the UN 
resolution itself may be, the voting 
figures are a reliable indicator of 
Tsraei’s current international posi- 
tion — and they are, therefore, im- 
portant. 

The resolution is one of the most 
Severe ard most hostile passed at 
the UN, It was introduced during an 
emergency General Assembly 
which was convened under the so- 
called ‘“*Uniting for Peace” 
procedure. 

This procedure, created by the 
U.S. during the Korean War, has 
nol been used often, Between 1956 
und 1967, it was used five times — in 
connection with Suez, Hungary, 
Lebanon, the Congo, and the Mid- 
die East (in 1967). Perhaps the most 
notable use of the procedure occur- 
red during the crisis that followed 
the Soviet Union's invasion of 
Afghanistan. The Golan debate 
represented the ninth occasion on 
which it was invoked. 

This procedure, coupled with the 
language of the resolution itself, 
conslitute a major political assault 
on Israel. 


BUT WHAT is truly important is 
the opportunity it provided to

In November 1975, the UN total- 
led 142 members, Of these, 72 voted 
in favour of the tesolution equating 
Zionism with radsm; 35, including 
all the Western’ countries, voted 
against, while 32 abstained and 
three were abstnt. In all, 70 
Countries did not vote for the 
resolution. In other words, 50 per 
cent of the UN member states were 
unwilling to go along with a resolu- 
tion condemning Zionism, The bulk 
of the support, therefore, came 


from the Communist, Arab and 
radical Third World blocs. 

TODAY, the UN numbers 156 
members. Of that number, only 21 
(as opposed to 35 in 1975) voted 
against the resolution and 34 ab- 
stained. In other words, the number 
of countries unwilling to commit 
themselves to Israel's destruction in 
the UN by openly taking a stand 
against the resolution or abstaining 
from it has gone down to about one- 
third of the UN's members. 

This is a measure of the increas- 
ing degree of isolation in which 
Israel finds itself. Had the U.S. am- 
bassador not made it clear that a 
vote for the resolution would be a 
vote against the U.S., the result 
might have been even worse, 

As it ia, almost 90 countries voted 
for a resolution which called for an 
economic, political and military 
boycott of Israel and for its com: 
plete isolation,

Court explains ruling on 
West Bank ‘state lands’

the court ordered the dimantling of 
a settlement which had been

At the time, it was thought that 
the Eilon Moreh ruling would 
seriously hamper the government's 
settlement drive, but the Justice 
Ministry was able to point to the 
alternate category of "state tands,” 
on which actllement activity has 
continued ever since. 

Because most of the land in the 
area has not been adequately sur- 
veyed and parcelled out since 


Turkish rule ended in 1917, there 
are large areas which have been 
registered in the names of their 
practical owners, Under the Ot- 
toman system, these porsons en- 
joyed unlimited, traditionally 
recognized use rights, while 
nominal ownership remained in the 
hands of state officials, . 

It is these areus which the military 
government may now declare “state 
land” and uso as it sees fit. 

Advocate Felicia Langer, who 
brought the petition, admitted last 
night that she had little hope of suc- 
cess, She said that. she had chal- 
lenged the concept of “state lands” 
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UN, but in 1974 and in 1979 the 
credentials committee of the 
General Assembly refused to accept 
the South African delegation’s

It is well for Israel to remember, 
however, that despite the fact that 
the U.S., Britain and France 
repeatedly vetoed resolutions in the 
Security Council calling for sanc- 
tions against South Africa, they 
were ultimately forced to support 
an embargo on the supply of arms to 
South Africa in a resolution which 
was passed in 1977, On that occa- 
sion, Menachem Begin's govern- 
ment sent not one but two letters to 
the secretary-general of the UN un- 
dertaking to abide by tfie sanctions 
decision. 

The problem now facing Israel, 
therefore, is the cumulative effect 
that such action in the UN can 
ultimately have, 

The stand taken by the U.S. 
delegation was a most welcome one. 
But, paradoxically, it also 
emphasized Israel's central 
weakness: Israel now depends on 
the U.S. for economic and military 
ald, which 18 of great importance.

THE DEBATE in the Security

MUSIC ἃ MUSICIANS Yohanan Boehm 


OUR MUSIC-education institu- 
tions are constantly beset by finan- 
cial worries and have to solicit as- 
sistance from official and private 
sources. It was therefore gratifying 
to read in the tacal press at the end 
of December that an International 
Fund for the Encouragement of 
Liturgical Music /Aazanwt) has becn 
set Up to “promote traditional prac- 
tices in Israet and the Diaspora." 
The initiutor of this fund is Mr. 
Haim Wiener, of Miami Beach, 
Florida, who wants this effort to 
“develop Jewish liturgical music, to 
prepare the next generation to carry 
on the tradition in Isracl and the 
gola, through scholarships to young, 
sified students, and to study the 
heautiful treasure of Aazanut and 
Preserve its charicter.” One of the 
uims of the fund is to reverse the 
trend for American cantors to 
enguge in operatic cureers by 
creuling wttractive conditions for 
potential Aazanim, 


SO FAR, so good. But who is to 
decide which tradition or traditions 
are to be promoted and through 
which chunnels? The trudition from 
Riga. from Warsaw, from Budapest 
or Temesvar, from Berlin, Hamburg 
or Bresiau? And what about Moroc- 
co, Turkey, Greece, Bulgaria und 
Yemen, to mention only a few? 
Through the dispersal of the 
Jewish people over the last 2,000 
yeurs, 50 miuny forcign elements 
hive crept into liturgical chant and 
assimilated themselves with es. 
tublished traditions, thut today no 
common ground seems to exist 
between the virious communities, 


FROM MY ΕΠ ΕΒ Ὶ culled the fol- 
lowing notice, which appeared in 
The Jerusalem Post on Februtry 21, 
1960, 

“An Academy for hazanur whose 
object it is to turn out qualified cun- 
lors was festively imougurated at 
Beit Tchernichovsky in Tel Aviv this 
month. In addition to Jewish can- 
toral music, those who attend it will 
also study the liturgical music of 
olher religions, as well as musical 
composition, Amongst the teachers 
will be Paul Ben-Haim, Gary Ber- 
ini, Oedoen Partos, and Leib 
Glantz, who is also the rector of the 
Acudemy.” 

Unfortunately, the famous cuntor 
Leib Glantz, who was the spirited 
initiator of this institution, died in 
1964 and, as far us 1 know, no out- 


standing success or even function- 
ing of this academy has ever been 
heard of. My files are full of the 
names of similar still-born funds, 
foundations and institutions es- 
tablished by well-meaning people, 

The Institute for Religious Music 
in Israel, at Heichal Shlomo in 
Jerusalem, has ἃ seminar on 
liturgical traditions around Hanuk- 
ka every year, each time con- 
centrating on a different com- 
munity, It does not aim, in its 
research, teaching or publicity, ut 
the unification of liturgical music. 
No “Schola Cantorum" — freely 
translated as “A School for Can- 
tors" — exists in the country; tadi- 
tions are carried on from generation 
to generation more by accident than 
design. 


THE MUSICAL inspiration of 
professional composers from 
liturgical sources is extremely 
limited, since Orthodox Ashkenazi 
and Sephardi/Oriental synagogues 
do not allow the use of in- 
struments or of a mixed choir. The 
few commissions extended by 
Reform congregations in the U.S. to 
Jewish composers have resulted in 
two remarkable Sacred Services 
(Avodat Hakodesh}, one by Emest 
Bloch, the other by Darius Milhaud, 
which have ucquired a place in the 
internativnal concert repertoire. 
But others, like those of Lavry, 
Alexander, Natra snd Miron have 
barely survived their initial presen- 
tation in the synagogues concerned. 

We ure very fur from a unified 
liturgy thal would serve all members 
of the Jewish religion und inspire 
vontposers to dedivute their talents 
to the creation af religious music for 
the edification of the congregation 
and its communion with its Creator. 


ONE MEANS of preserving the 
musical traditions of the Jewish 
people will become tvailable Lo the 
publi¢ when Beit Hutefutsoth, the 
Mmuseunt of the Jewish Diaspora on 
the cumpus of Tel Aviv University, 
opens its Sound-and Light Library 
in May. 

The new libtary will enable 
visitors to lisLen tothe musical tradi- 
ions of various communities and 
different periods oh one of six sta- 
tions, while another five stations 
will be availuble for viewing stides 
from the exhibitions mounted at the 
museum from time to time, accom- 
panied by appropriate music.

These 
will be performed and judged in a 
series of programmes at Jerusalem's 
Pargod Club, with the participation 
of American pianist Mike Garson, 
who shone last summerin the Chick 
Corea Jerusalem Jazz Festival, local 
pianist Dani Gottfried, and others. 
The Tel Aviv Hilton will host 
programmes on four consecutive 
Sunday evenings, featuring big- 
band jazz led by Jaroslar Yo'acobitz 
and such singers as Nurit Galron 
and Edna Goren, In addition, the 
Jerusalem Cinematheque this 
month is featuring several films con- 
cerning jazz or with juz scores.

BEAUTIFULLY crafted miniature 
silver towers, with their steeples and 
flags, bused on well known Euro- 
pean uwers, have gone on dis- 
play at the Israel Museum, They are 
acollection of the traditional Hadas 
FBsamim (Spicedox) used in the 
havdalah ceremony to welcome in 
the new week. The Aavdalah takes 
pluce at the conclusion of the Sab- 
bath to mark its separation from the 
rest of the week. 

The Museum's collection of 
spiceboxes, like many of its Jewish 
ritual articles, is composed primarily 
of objects passed down from 
gcnerution to generation. Most 
were donuted from family collec- 
(uns, 

The tower was the most popular 
shape for spiceboxes among the 
Jewish communities of Europe. The 
earliest known silver examples in 
the form of a tower apparently 
come from mid-16th century Ger- 
many. Although there are a mul- 
titude of spicebox forms, the lower

became and remained the most 
popular design, More modern ex- 
ampies of Lower spiceboxes were 
produced by the artisans of the 
Bezalel School after the turn of the 
century and by contemporary 
Silversmiths. 

Spice-towers, whether based on 
actual or imaginary buildings, incor- 
porate all the basic forms snd 
architectural features of a tower: 
masonry, balustrades, pillars, 
spirals, domes, turrets, shingles and 
flags. The spice containers generally 
resemble one another in their 
proportions and in their divisions 


into three parts: foot, container and 
turret, 


Towers exist in the Renaissance, 


Baroque, Rococo, Nen-classic, Art 
Nouveau und modern styles, and 
there is sometimes a throwback to 
the traditivnal style of an earlier 
period. 

A number of groupings illustrate 
the many different decorative 
motils and approuches employed in 
making spicebuxes, The exhibition 
includes ἃ representutive survey 
which includes such themes as: 
human figures; animal forms; fags 
attached to the finial or turrets of 
the towers; floral, fruit and foliage 
ornamentation, In addition 
spiceboxes made entirely from 
filigree silver or gold thread 
preserve the architeoturat form but 
their decoration is abstract, usually 
stylised plant forms, 

Old manuscript itlustrations 
showing the use of spicehoxes are 
also to go on show, 

The exhibition and the illustrated 
catalogue have been made possible 
by courtesy of Yonat and Michael 
Floersheim.

PILGRIMS IN increasing numbers 
are coming to the Church and 
Monastery of the Resurrection in 
Abu Ghosh, near Jerusalem — and 
with good reason. There is new life 
in the historic surroundings since 
the arrival of Benedictine monks 
from Notre Dame du Bec Abbey in 
France in 1976. About a year anda 
half later a neighbouring Benedic- 
tine convent in France sent a group 
of sisters to live in a separate 
building on the monastery grounds. 

The beautiful singing of the 
monastic community is one of the 
major attractions for many. “1 really 
think that our voices may sound 
better because of the acoustics of 
the Crusader church,” remarks 
pane Jean-Baptiste Gourion, 


Another attraction that draws 
many visitors is the church, which is 
one of the best examples of 
Crusader archilecture in the 
country. It was called the Church of 
the Resurrection because in the 
12th century it was believed to have 
been the location of Emmaus, 
where Jesus appeared to two of his 
disciples after his resurrection 
(Luke 24:13-35), 

The Crusaders were evidently un- 
aware that Byzantine tradition located 
Emmaus at Latrun. Most of the 
oldest manuscripts of Luke had put 
the distance to Emmaus at 60 stadia 
(about 11.5 km.) from Jerusalem, so 
that is why the Crusaders marked 
the event here. The Hospitallers 
erected the church over a reservoir 
built around the spring by the 
Roman [0th Legion, The remains of 
that reservoir and spring may still be 
seen below the Crusader church. 

Everything has been beautifully 
restored. The lust stages of restora- 
tion (1975-1976) were carried out 
under the supervision of the late 
Father Charles Couasnon, O.P., of 
the Ecole Biblique. Father 
Couasnon is best known for his 
Supervision of restorations at the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre. 


A FURTHER attraction is that Abu 
Ghosh is the biblical Kiryat 
Ye'arim, where the Ark of the 
Covenant remained for 20 years (1 
Sam. 7:4-2; 11 Sam, 6:3-4). A Byzan- 
tine church on the hill above the 
present Arab village com- 
memorated the location of 


Abinadab's house “which was on 
the hill." The Sisters of St. Joseph at 
present maintain the hospice and 


DON'T YOUR black hats turn off 
the people you want to help? 

‘ “Not at ail,” says, Rabbi Haim 
Rosner of Yad L’Achim. “They are 
glad to have our volunteers come to 
them — and they’re not disturbed 
by black hats, peyot or white socks. 
What wins them over is the smile on 
the volunteer's face and his obvious 
interest in them and their 
problems.” 

Yad L’Achim is most known for 
ils anti-missionary work, but it also 
does informal social work in poor 
neighbourhoods, engages in the 
“spiritual and social absorption” of 
new immigrants, and puts out a 
variety of Tora publications — in- 
cluding a pocket calendar and u 
wall calendar — in five languages. 
Yel muny people still sssocinte the 
organization with its old name, 
Pe'ilim. In the lute Fifties and the 
Sixties, Pe'ilim was considered to be 
over-zealous αἱ times in its anti- 
missionary activity. 

A non-political organization, Yad 
L'Achim was founded in 1950 with 
some 50 volunteers lo make new im- 
migrants from Yemen feel at home 
here; today it has about 5,000 ac- 
livists, 95 per cent of whom are 


New life comes to 
an old church 


Wesley Brown tells of the restoration of a 


Crusader church near Jerusalem and of the com- 
munity of monks and nuns who now live there. 
The architecture and the singing of the com- 


church built over Byzantine re- 
mains, They generally come to 
worship at the Crusader church if a 
priest is not in residence on the hill. 

What is it like to live in the 
monastery? The day begins and 
ends with praise to God. For the 
monks, it begins at 5 a.m. daily ina 
chapel that contains a box that com- 
memorates the Ark cf the Cove- 
nant. The morning office, or time of 
worship, is composed of the singing 
of Psalms, a reading fromi patristic 
literature, anda concluding prayer. 

The sisters begin their day a bit 
later, at $45 am At 7am. both the 
monks and thé sisters meet at the 
church for a service of praise and 
thanksgiving and readings from the 
Scriptures. “For us the - coming of

the dawn is a welcome of resurrec- 
tion; each day is a new beginning 
with new life,” says Sister Ignace 
Marie, the prioress of the Benedic- 
tine sisters.

At 6 p.m. they 
gather for vespers, 

After dinner the monks have a 
brief office to close the day, and 
then go off in silence, each to his 
own room, All manual labour has 
ceased, bul one may read for awhile 
before going to sleep. 

The life of contemplation and 
prayer is balanced by work in the

“Our order has long had a 
deep appreciation uf. the Jewish 
people and has promoted 
friendships with them prior to our 
coming here," remarks Father 
Jean-Baptiste. “We always have 
had a deep interest in the begin- 
nings of Christianity and its Jewish 
roots; and of course, that is where 
the first schism occurred. Our 
Presence here is totally in keeping 
with the goals of our monastery in 
France.” 

Since the content of their worship 
has long been strongly biblical, this 
has not changed appreciably. 
However, they have introduced 
Hebrew in portions of their daily 
times of prayer, especially in the 
noon-time office. One of the monks 
cumposed some beautiful music to 
go with the Hebrew Scripture 
readings, and the adaptation was 
checked by Israeli friends. 

The monastery is not isolated 
from its environment. Most of its 
members have attended a Hebrew 
course in Jerusalem. The lurgely 
Arab population of Abu Ghosh has 
welcomed them warmly, but wishes 
at times that they were a teaching 
order with a school.

FOR THOSE who assume that 
Sadeh's tribulations can be under- 
slood in ordinary terma, he warns 
that he is not talking about the pain 
of those sitting on a bench in a 
waiting room of Kupat Holim (sick 
fund) clinic, Rather, it is the pain of 
existence itself with which he 
struggles. He understands Rabbi 
Nachman in these terms. 
“Scholars,” he says, “have 
described Rabbi Nachman as 8 
tormented man. But they are only 
projecting their own values onto 
him. Indeed, if they were as isolated 
from their peers as Rabbi Nachman 
was, they would be broken people. 
For him, however, all these tribula- 
tions were but the narrow bridge 
that one must cross and not fear. 
The constant struggle with ultimate 
issues of life and death does not 
mean unhappiness. On the contrary, 
it means joy. A deep joy of life 
grows from this existential pain. In 
fact, the word that is repeated 
most in his works is simha, Many of 
his stories and dreams end in the 
word ‘joy.’ Rabbi Nachman danced 
alone in his room, How many 
professora who have called him 
melancholy would have done this?" 
This involvement with the basic 
issues punctuates all of Sadch's 
remarks, ‘‘Man is constantly 
standing before the religious ques- 
tlons, the questions of life and 
death, in a real way. The woman 
who sees her child run over knows a 
despair far greater than all the 
theories of Schopenhauer. That is 
why in the epilogue to Rabbi 
Nachman’s works I insert an inci- 
dent about going down to the 
market in the Hatikva 
neighbourhood, I wanted to involve 
these people in the book, For their 
concerns are ultimately the same 
concerns a8 Rabb! Nachman’s. 
These concerns also permeate 
Sadeh's fiction. “Everything I write 
is part of me,” he says. “I’m not 
clever enough to make things up. 
“When I was writing: about 
Jerusalem In ‘Notes on the Condition 
of Man’ | wanted to give the names 
of the stores under the pillars on 
Jaffa Road, so I took a bus up to 
Jerusalem and copied down the 
signs. It is important for me to write 
what God did.” -

more as a prophet than a writer, In 
his writing he makes a distinction 
between the two, 

“The work of the writer, the 
words he writes, are only vaguely 
connected to his everyday life, for 
he writes from his imagination. in 
this there Ia beauty, but somehow a 
lack of gravity, The work of the 
prophet is connected for good or for 
bad, in purity or in sin, to hls every- 
day life, The life of a prophet is a 
parable to him, in which every 
detail appears as a symbol. This 
does not mean that he cannot live; 
on the contrary, he lives his life in 
the deepest possible way, but he 
does not live it for its own sake — 
he lives it as a parable, he lives it for 
the sake of God.” 

{t is perhaps because readers feel 
that Sadeh is involved with the 
primary issues of existence that 
many have turned to him in time of 
trouble. People - contemplating 
suicide have called to talk to him 
and in many cases he has been able 
to dissuade them. Others feeling 
that he is capable of experiencing 
their pain have just turned up on his 
doorstep. One woman who works in 
a textile plant in the south called 
him from the Tel Aviv bus station 
one Friday and wanted to meet him. 

“Had she been a student," says 
Sadeh, “I would have sent her back. 
But she was a textile worker and 
had spent money coming. So she 
visited. We became close friends. 1 
learned a great deal from her,” 

He is not as sure as he once was that 
the God of Moses and the prophets 
exists, “Hitler,” he says, “presented 
an antithesis to this in the most 
drastic way. He created a model of 
a world without God. What mean- 
ing does this have to my life? Does it 
gain more meaningfulness through 
the thesis or antithesis?" 

Some have seen this thinking as 
dangerous, as something that itself 
leads to evil, Guru and prophet to 
some, demonic and self-dramatizing 
lo others, Sadeh does make us con- 
front eschatological issues. What 
Pinhas Sadeh has written about 
Rabbi Nachman of Bratslay is also 
applicable to himself: 

“This man — he and his creative

THE ESSENCE of Ruth Bondy's 
third biographical book is expressed 
in the opening and closing 
paragraphs of Edelstein Against 
Time: “Yacov Edelstein was not one 
of the spiritual giants of European 
Jewry who were swept away by the 
Holocaust. 
prophet nor a war hero. If fate 
hadn't placed him, or he hadn't 
placed himself, at the head of 
Czechoslovak Jewry following the 
Munich pact, and if he had come on 
aliya before the gates were closed, 
he would, most likely, have become 
a leader of the Lnbour Movement, 
might have served as a mayor or 
perhaps a cabinet minister, and his 
life would have been merely a foot- 
note in the history of the State of 
Isruel, His uniqueness was a func- 
tion of time and place—in his role as 
“elder of the Jews" 
Theresienstadt, in his desire to

protect the Jews in the Protectorate 
of Bohemia and Moravia during the 
German occupation till the storm 
passed, in a desperute race against 
time which ended in his defeat... 

“Humanity has not learnt a lesson 
und perhaps is unable to learn it. As 
to the Jews, they lost only their in- 
nocence, and perhaps they did not 
lose even their innocence — it is just 
more fragile. It would be pleasant to 
say that Edelstein and the children 
had died for something, for a Jewish 
state, fur a better future. But [ can- 
not lie tu myself. They died because 
they were not given a chance to 
live." 


RUTH BONDY was born in 
Czechoslovakia, and passed 
through most of the stations in the 
life of her hero, including the camp 
at Birkenau. Unlike Edelstein, in 
1949 she reached the shores of 
Israel. She has drawn a sensitive 
portrait of a man whom we might 
not have liked, but whom we cannot 
fail to admire for his obstinate, 
though possibly naive effort to keep 
alive the human image and op- 
timism of his charges in circum- 
stances which anyone who did not 
experience them must imagine to be 
unendurable. 

There has been a fierce polemic 
about European Jewry in World 
War II. Some argue they didn't suf- 
ficiently resist the Nazis, others that 
they had to truck and cooperate 
with them, in Edelstein’s style, to 
save what could be saved, That 
polemic seems futile now we know 
more about the period. Edelstein 
was only 41 when the Germans 
caught up with him, and destroyed 
his family and him at Auschwitz. If 
the war had ended in 1944, he might 
have carried out his aim, 

In telling the story of Edelstein, 
Ruth Bondy gives us also, in clear 
and unpretentious language, a well- 
documented history of a period, 
with all its perplexities. 1 myself 
have met several Theresienstadt 
survivors, and was glad of the 
chance the author gave me to take a 
close look at the life of this small, 
walled Czech town, which the Nazis 
converted into a show-window for a 
‘world eager to be deceived. :

Cuts due in El Al’s senior staff

TEL AVIV. — ΕἩἸ Al's senior 
management would be cut by 20 per 
cent, according to a plan the 
airline’s president Yitzhak Shander 

began to implement last week. 

This is the second shakeup in 
management since November 13, 
1979, when Avraham Shavit became 
chairman of the board of directors. 
Shavit resigned last November 17, 
and the new plan was announced 
shortly after Nahman Pere) was 
confirmed as the chairman. 

The first to suffer from the 
reorganization are the people Shavit 
brought in. 

Avraham Bar Tal, vice-president 
for manpower, resigned last week 


after 21 months in office. Bar Tal 
had tried to help Shavit inplement a 
detailed plan recommended by the 
McKinsey cortsulting firm on how 
to revive the airline, which had a 
loss close to $100m. in 1979/80. 
The plan called for dismissals of 
workers as well as wages and fringe 
benefits, and led to clashes with the

demanded the removal of Bar-Tal 
and Yosef Alshech, the senior vice- 
president brought in by Shavit. 
Alshech resigned on January !1.) 
During Bar Tal’s tenure, the staff 
was cut from 6,200 to some 4,900. 
Shander last week refused to reveal 
the size of the loss expected for 
1981/82. It was expected to be about

Ten-year battery developed 
by TA University scientists

Four years of determined ex- 
perlmentation in a secluded Ramat 
Aviv laboratory hes resulted in the 
development of a tiny electric bat- 
tery that may revolutionize portable 
energy storage. For the electronics 
industry, it could mean one of the 
most notable advances since 1800. 
That was the year Nalin scientist 
Alessandro Volta gave the world his 
“voltaic pile" — a cell consisting of 
alternate layers of copper and zinc 
separated by a crude electrolyte: 
rags soaked in salt water. 

At Tel Aviv University recently, 
two Israeli scientists embedded 
discs of fithium and sulphur in o 
“bath” of a still-secret liquid 
electrolyte, and have come up with 
a cell that apparently has the 
highest energy density ever 
produced in an clectric battery. 

The tiny 2.2-volt cells are the 
brainchildren of senior lecturer (in 
chemistry) Dr. Emanuel Peled, 39, 
and a graduate student working un- 
der him, 31-year-old Herzel Yamin. 

For the layman-consumer, the 
only important data about batteries 
are (heir size, cost and voltage. That 
is all he wanta to know when buying 
a battery for hig flashlight, radio or 
pocket calculator. 

But for electronic engineers and 
manufacturers, including makers of 
pacemakers for cardiac patients, 
energy density (“ED") of a battery 
is even more important. “ED" is 
defined as the amount of electric 
energy the cell can deliver per 
kilogram of battery, In fact, “ED” 
units are measured in watt-hours 
per-kilo. 

The Peled-Yamin/battery nol 
only has an“ED" 506 100 per cent 
higher than other batteries, but hag 
a shelf life of at least 10 years, 

Such a long shelf life in itself 
could revolutionize the electronic 
devices market. Manufacturers 
could easily olfp or even solder auch 
a battery onto the printed circuit 
board along with the transistors, ICs 
(integrated circuits), resistors, 
capacitors and other components,

“Lithium batteries are more ex- 
pensive than the others. Lithium, 
the lightest known metal, does not 
occur in nature. It must be 
produced by electrolysis from the 
relatively rare lithium element. _ 

“Another factor boosting their 
cost is the expensive glass-to-metal 
seal which must be employed in 
their manufacture.” : 

In 1976, work — theoretical in 
nature — began at Tel Aviv Univer- 
sity on a cheaper and beiter lithium 
battery. In fact, an attempt at 
developing such a cell was made in 
the U.S. in the fifties, but it failed. 
Then, four years ago, Peled and 
Yamin set out on the job. 

Says Yamin: "It is still ἴσο early to 
offer precise coat estimates for com- 
mercial production. However, we 
feel our lithium-sulphur battery 
should not cost more than the pre- 
sent lithium-manganese-dloxide 

batteries, which sell for about $1 for 
the button type cells used in 
watches and pocket calculators. 

Naturally, the two young scien- 
tists are tight-lipped about certain 
details of their battery, for which 
patents have already been applied 
for fh about half-a-dozen countries. 

The Peled-Yamin prototype cell 
is about the size of an after dinner- 
mint, but slightly deeper — approx- 
imately one cm. Peled says: The 
dimensions of the case are not 
critical nor is the material, though 
we happened to choose stainless 
steel. ἢ 

“By nature, this lithium cell puts 
out 2.2 volts. And that just happens 
to be the voltage needed as backup 
for the memories of mini and micro- 
computers. This is a very important 
point, Imagine 10 years of data on a 
tiny component suddenly going 
down the drain, lost forever, 
because of a dead battery. 

“With a battery of 10 years’ shelf 
life, those memory banks are pretty 
safe — even if the computer's main 
power source falls flat!”

Aridor’s new tax 


ISRAEL'S economy under Finance Minister Aridor has become 
very much like the almost forgotten yo-yo toy: il hangs by a thread, 
Spins up and down to no visible purpose, and is kept moving by giving 
a yank when it reaches its nadir, 

Even those with short memories must surely remember how Mr 
Aridor, during the election campaign and immediately afler, 
promised with solemn mien that he would keep, his policy on the 
“proper™ course. The recent successive cuts in subsidies, at a rate 
that ruises the prices of basic products by twice as much as the expec- 
ted rate of inflation, belie that promise. Mr. Aridor has clearly made 
. din about-fuce, 

"This may be par for the course. After all, few people Teally expect 
politicians to live up to their election promises, especially when the 
fulfillment of those promises is risky al best and dangerously wrong at 
worst. . 

Uniil a short while ago Mr. Aridor shrewdly helped himself by 
taking advantage of falling import prices, the slump in the diamond 
industry and other fortuitous developments, Taken together, it 
enabled him to ignore the warnings of the economists, 

By the end of 1981, however, il seemed to dawn on Mr. Aridor that 
the holiday was over. He must then have realized that consumption 
could not be su ized endlessly with printed money if there were no 
visible, i ad sufficiently powerful, other factors at work to convert an 
artificially induced slowdown of inflation into a sleady trend toward 
stability, 

Such factors ure nol in sight. On the contrary, Mr. Aridor is now 
fighting a desperate buttle to cut public spending, and his chances of 
success are slim, The government will go on gencrating an excess de- 
mand of ne less thin 8 per cent of the gross national product, 

Unable lo cul public spending adequately, Mr. Aridor must im- 
Pose taxes, Thut is precisely what the cutbacks of the subsidies are — 
un indiree( tax like any other. 

Mr, Aridor's sudden conversion to old-fashioned restrictive 
economic policy raises three questions. First, it is arguable that there 
Wis ΠῸ sense in ἃ massive subsidization policy without a well- 
designed scheme for action afler inflation had been arlificially 
repressed for a while. That there never was any such scheme is now 
plain envugh. 


Secondly, in the absence of such a scheme, the whole exercise 
last year of reducing the duty on certain electrical goods und cars for a time 
amounted Lo it vast squandering of foreign Currency. The amounts in- 
valved run into hundreds of millions of dollars. If the loss is Not pain- 
fully “onspicuous, this is only due to the special circumstances 
Prevailing in [981. These are not likely to repeat themselves in [982, 


Thirdly, if Mr. Aridor and his advisors have reached the correct 
conclusion that they must tax the public — musi they resort to a 
regressive form of taxation? Direct and progressive taxation should 
be increased before the subsidies are qul by mare than is warranted 
by the rate of inflution. 


The incidence of the cuts in the subsidies is the same as that of the 
budget cuts for which Mr. Aridor is now fighting so hard: most of 
them full on the lower income sroups. At the same time, the Treasury 
increises the (aa breuks for the more affluent, such as the recent in- 
crease in the tax deduction for self-employed and companies from 10 
to 15. per vent (equivalent to some 30 per cent of taxable income). 

Israel's public, mindful of the country's precurious economic con- 
dition, has often tended to ignore the disiribulional aspects of 
economic policy. 

There is, however, neither sense Nor justificution fora stop-and-go, 
up-and-down game of no purpose. Perhaps the publ will now say, 
"Aridor giveth, Aridor tuketh, blessed be the name of the Likud" — 
but our balunce of payments will speak a very diffetent language.
